

It is hereby announced that no interregnum will take place in the office of Governor of this 
Territory. If Governor Calhoun should be obliged to leave for the States before the arrival 
of the Hon. Secretary of the Territory, the Military authority of this Department will so far 
take charge of the Executive Office as to make the preservation of law and order, absolutely 
certain.
